Although  the  design  of  this  rug  contains  several  extremely 
archaic  motives,  we  have  nevertheless  to  ascribe  it  to  the  18th 
century  on  account  of  the  border  design.  The  rug  has  several 
very  unusual  features.  The  main  border  shows  cartouches 
with  conventionalized  floral  motives  in  light  tan,  red,  purplish 
black,  on  green  ground.  The  two  cartouches  in  the  middle 
of  the  small  side  are  remarkable  as  they  show  in  strong 
conventionalization  two  foxes  or  lynxes  on  either  side  of  a 
tree.  The  centre  field  shows  seven  rows  of  lozenges,  the 
lozenges  being  formed  by  light  tan  and  deep  red  serrated 
leaves.  In  the  diverse  lozenges  we  find  large  conventionalized 
peony  flowers,  the  dragon  motif  four  times  repeated.  On 
either  end  the  motif  of  two  running  gazelles  on  either  side 
of  the  tree  of  life.  But  of  particular  interest  is  a  twice  re- 
peated motif  in  the  central  row,  showing  a  very  strong  con- 
ventionalization— a  group  of  two  birds,  let  us  say  a  falcon 
swooping  down  on  a  heron,  such  as  we  find  in  earlier  Moham- 
madan  art.  As  far  as  we  know,  this  representation  is  unique 
on  Armenian  rugs.   Background  blackish  brown.  (Repaired)
